Fertilizer stretches moisture supply ... 


A crop starving for food does not make the 
most efficient use of available water. A_ fast- 
growing crop, adequately fed, particularly with 
nitrogen, makes the most of the moisture sup- 
ply available 

It is true that a crop will burn up for lack 
of moisture in extremely dry yeat and plenty 
of fertilizer may make the situation worse. Our 
experience has been that there is a good margin 
of safety between the point at which high stand 
and fertilization top vit CSponse ind the 
point at which they detract trom the yield due 
to dry weather 

Occasionally dry Weather may prevent re- 
sponse to fertilization of corn, but we find that 
the applied nitrogen tends to go into a highet 
protein under these circumstances. A good rule 
to remember is this: if there moisture enough 
for a fair crop ith low tert tion, then the 
same moisture is generally sufficient to produce 
a good crop with adequate fertilization

PREVENTING MILK 
OFF FLAVORS 


if flavors in milk, common complaints at 
eason ¢ the vear ire problems of preven- 
rativ than cure nce the tlavor gets into 
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hogs with salt. The overfeeding of salt was at- 
tempted so they would know how to prevent 
poisoning. Each pig had plenty of room at the 
trough, plenty of drinking water, and regular 
feeding period. These pigs just stopped eating 
if the feed was too salty 

When ten pigs were salt-starved and given 
two feedings of salty swill, 1%2 to two per cent 
salt, seven of them died. One was permanently 
blinded. The blind one and two others recov- 
ered and made good gains when they were put 
back on a normal ration. When swill is fed, 
farmers sometimes don't give their hogs drink- 
ing water. Under these conditions, salt can 
poison hogs 


STORE FLAMMABLE 
LIQUIDS SAFELY 


One of the principal causes of loss of life by 
fire on farms is improper storage of flammable 
liquids 

Many lives are lost annually by careless use 
and storage of gasoline and kerosene 

Where possible, farm safety specialists recom- 
mend underground storage of large quantities of 
gasoline and kerosene, and they warn farmers 
to keep flammable liquids away from main build- 
ings. Oily rags frequently used near oil drums 
and machinery should be kept in covered metal 
containers 

There are other precautionary measures that 
should always be followed including turning off 
a tractor while refueling it. avoid driving a 
tractor or truck into the barn on chaff or straw 
and be sure that all storage tanks are clearly 
marked as to contents

TIME FOR 
SPRING CLEAN-UP 


Spring is clean-up time—time to clean out 
hazards which might cause injury around th 
farmstead 

With farm labor shortages and continued de- 
mands for high food production, no farmer can 
afford to lose the services of farm workers 
through accidents A few days spent now ir 
eliminating farm danger Spots may save many 
days in the rush season later on 

Barns, which have been cluttered with an ac- 
cumulation of items used last winter, should be 
cleaned out. Feed, tools, feed carts, piles of hay 
sacks, and boards should be picked up from al- 
leyways and properly stored; forks, scrapers 
brooms, and rakes placed in racks and mound 
ladders repaired, and kept free of loose hay, rop« 
and junk 


The farmhouse must come in for its share, too 


HOARD'S DAIRYMAN 


Basement and attic junk piles need to be re- 
moved. Stairways and ladders should be re- 
paired, passageways well lighted and painted a 
light color. 

Fires cause a considerable amount of damage 
this time of year. To stop them, chimneys need 
to be repaired. Stovepipe and insulations should 
be checked and electric wiring inspected. Debris 
and trash accumulations must be disposed of, not 
only to cut down on fire hazards but to do 
away with rat “hotels.” 


EDEMA — NEW 
PIG DISEASE 


The American Veterinary Medical Association 
reports that a _ relatively new swine disease, 
called pig edema, is rapidly approaching the 
status of hog cholera on some farms. In some 
outbreaks as many as nine out of ten affected 
pigs died 

Pigs eight to twenty weeks of age are the 
usual victims, though the disease may strike 
older pigs also. Symptoms may include lack of 
appetite and lack of muscular’ coordination. 
Swellings may first appear on the eyelids, then 
spread to the snout and lips. The pig's grunt 
becomes hoarse and the victim sometimes stum- 
bles or drags its hind legs. Paralysis and con- 
vulsions set in before death. The victims usually 
die within 36 hours 

Pigs which have been recently brought to the 
farm, or have had a change in feeding seem to 
be the most susceptible. The American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association urges farmers to re- 
port to their veterinarian immediately any cases 
they suspect may be pig edema. Immediat 
diagnosis and treatment are the key to preven- 


tion of serious losses 


DRIVEWAY NEEDS 
CAREFUL PLANNING 


The driveway on many farms is a serious safe- 
ty hazard. Each year more than one-third of 
the farm accident victims result from motor 
mishaps. The National Safety Council suggests 
that a safe farm driveway can be built by a 
little advance planning 

First, park the car in the driveway with the 
front bumper about ten feet from the edge of 
the pavement. Second, measure a distance of 





700 feet (290 paces) along the highway to the 
left and place a marker on the side nearest the 
car. Third, likewise set another marker 700 feet 
in the opposite direction and place it on the sid 
of the highway opposite the driveway entranc: 
Fourth, sit in the driver’s seat of the car 

If the markers can be seen, the sight distances 
ire good if traffic passing the farm is traveling 
no faster than sixty miles an hour. When the 
markers cannot be seen, it is time to trim away 
weeds and bushes or move other obstructions to 
make the driveway safe 

When a heavy truck is using the driveway, 
markers should be set 830 feet in each direction 
instead of 700 feet

Y THIS time you should have resolved 
with an air of determination, just what 
you are going to do with this year’s crop 
of forage. Your decision should be one which is 
planned to make sure that the weatherman 
doesn't get more of it than your dairy cows do 

That decision of what will have little mean- 
ing unless you give careful attention to the next 
problem 

How shall I handle this forage—-whether it be 
hay, grass silage, or both? Faced with the prob- 
lem of an ever decreasing labor supply, farm- 
ers must rely heavily on machinery in order to 
get their work done. The machinery to be used 
and the ways to use it most effectively in our 
struggle to put up more and better forage will 
be discussed here 

Do your plans call for putting up field cured 
> Then the machinery to be used will be 
based on your decision to put it up as long, 
baled, or chopped hay : 

The hay loader or buck rake are about the 
only machines that are used to get the long hay 
the field. If you prefer to invest fewer 
man hours and fewer dollars per ton for han- 
dling long hay, then use the buck rake. The 
buck rake will give greater capacity and requires 
less man hours for each ton of long hay stored 
in the barn,

Raking .. . 

Raking is usually done with a side delivery 
rake. The past six years have seen more new de- 
velopments in side delivery rakes than in any 
period since they were first introduced in 1894 
The most noticeable changes are the introduc- 
tion of the roller-bar rake and the wheel rake 

The roller-bar rake is designed to move the 
hay a minimum distance in a smooth, uninter- 
rupted flow to the windrow. Less movement of 
the hay causes less shattering of the leaves dur- 
ing the raking operation 

The wheel rake was designed for use in west- 
ern states where alfalfa is produced by flooding 
that are surrounded by small irrigation 
It is well adapted to working over these 
and permits high-speed raking over 
uneven ground. It causes less leaf loss 
and the resulting windrow is more uniform in 
size than with the conventional rake. 

Dead trash left on the ground from previous 
cuttings may be raked in the windrow by this 
type of rake. (Turn to page 336)

in trials conducted in the northern 
United States. Seedling vigor and 
rapidity of establishment of Piper 
have also been superior under such 
conditions. The variety is moderately 
leafy, has good recovery after graz- 
ing, and is satisfactory to livestock 
from the standpoint of palatability. 

Seed yields have been quite good 
in Wisconsin, usually ranging from 
S00—1,200 pounds of clean seed per 
acre. In years such as 1951, seed 
maturity in northern areas may be 
unsatisfactory due to cool weather. 
In most years, seedings made in a 
well prepared seedbed shortly after 
the corn is planted, may be expected 
to produce ripe seed where 105-day 
or later maturing varieties of corn 
are grown. 

Results of tests conducted in many 
states indicate that Piper is widely 
adapted except in the Southeast. 
Most favorable comparisons have 
been in northern, central, and west- 
ern states. 


Seed supply short until 1953... 


Seed of Piper for producing pas- 
turage or hay will be scarce in 1952. 
Such stocks as are available will be 
used largely for seed production. 
However, it is expected that the 
seed will be increased in 1952 suffi- 
ciently that it will be generally 
available for planting in 1953. 

There are very few varieties of 
sudan grass and most of the seed 
available up to the present time has 
been of the common type. Strains 
grown in recent years include Com- 
mon, Sweet from Texas, Wheeler 
from Kansas, California 23, and Tift 
from Georgia. In their respective 
regions these varieties have done 
well 

Piper and all other varieties of 
sudan grass grow best in hot weath- 
er. Normally they will not grow 
well in the cooler portions of the 
northern states or in cool, wet 
weather Cold, wet soils are un- 
suited for their culture, sudan grass 
being like corn in its soil require- 
ments 

It needs a 
be grown only on 


good soil and should 
fertile areas or 


those that have been properly fer- 
tilized. It should not be grown for 
forage on soils low in fertility. It 
will produce excellent growth on 


soils that have previously grown al- 
falfa, red clover, and other legumes. 


How to seed sudan... 


Best results are usually obtained 
by delaying sowing in the spring un- 
til 5 to 10 days after corn planting 
time. However, it makes appreciable 
growth in favorable seasons if seed- 
ed by early July. The seedbed should 
be moderately firm, reasonably 
smooth, and relatively free of weeds. 

Sudan grass should be sown with 
a grain drill or broadcast seeder at 
the rate of 30 to 35 pounds to the 
acre. Good quality seed of high 
germination should be used. If other 
pastures are not usually available in 
late July, August, and early Sep- 
tember, sufficient acreage should be 
provide about one-half 
acre per cow. 

The most pasturage will be ob- 
tained and such danger of prussic 
acid poisoning as may exist will be 
reduced by deferring grazing until 
the plants are two to three feet tall. 
Best results will be obtained by 
planting sudan grass in two or more 
fields so that rotational grazing can 
be practiced. , 

The dates of planting can be stag- 
gered by a week or ten days so that 
the fields will not be ready for graz- 
ing at the same time. Following the 
completion of grazing in any field, 
the plants should be permitted to 
make a regrowth of two feet or 
more before they are grazed again.

Welding Equipment 


When purchasing, consider 
good quality, proper type 
and size, a reliable make, 


available electric power.

HE January 10, 1952, issue of 

Hoard’s Dairyman, pages 16 

and 17, presented some ideas 
for a dairy farm shop as well as a 
suggested list of tools and equip- 
ment 

With the mechanization of field 
and chore work the need often arises 
for emergency repair work which 

juires the use of a welder. Weld- 

equipment should be among the 
first major shop equipment purchased. 

Some people buy a welder and 
welding equipment for much the 
same reason that they purchase in- 

irance. In addition to the protec- 
tion rendered by having welding 
equipment and a basic knowledge 
of welding, one may receive very 
good dividends by using the equip- 
ment for building labor saving de- 
vices and in regular maintenance of 
machinery The usefulness of the 
equipment, however, is much like 
nsurance in that it should be of 
good quality, ample size, and the 
proper type 

In areas where adequate electric 
service is available, farmers gener- 
ally prefer the A. C. electric welder 
of about 180 amp size, equipped with 
a flame torch (carbon arc) attach- 
ment. In some areas the oxy-acety- 
ene welding equipment may be 
nore desirable. The most desirable 
plan, however, is to have the shop 
equipped with both types. 

Before purchasing an_ electric 
welder, check with your local power 
company representative. Most elec- 
tric power companies realize the im- 
portance for an electric welder on 
the farm. However, as an electric 
welder may burn out the line trans- 
former, the company sometimes has 
certain specifications for selection

and installation of electric welding 


equipment. 

Adequate size of wire and proper 
wiring are essential to good per- 
formance of the welder. The power 
company will be glad to furnish 
wiring information which will give 
satisfactory service as well as pro- 
vide safe use of equipment. 

When purchasing oxy-acetylene 
welding and cutting equipment make 
certain to purchase a reliable make. 
Maintenance and service of this 
equipment is important for safe op- 
eration, and this service should be 
readily available. The availability 
and cost of oxygen and acetylene 
should be determined before pur- 
chasing this equipment. Some com- 
panies furnish oxygen and acetylene 
cylinders with a small rental charge 
in the way of a demurrage. If small 
amounts of oxygen and gas are re- 
aquired it may be a better plan to 
purchase small oxygen and acetylene 
cylinders. Your local dealer should 
be able to advise you on this matter. 

A combination welding table is 
very convenient in a farm shop. The 
fire brick provide a place for heat- 
ing work; the flat top is ideal for 
laying out work to be electric weld- 
ed; and the swivel base machinist’s 
vise with insert type pipe vise jaws 
is practically indispensable. If the 
table is mounted on a pair of wheels 
as shown it will be quite versatile 
for various types of shop work and 
machinery repair. The size will de- 
pend upon the space in the shop. A 
desirable size for most conditions 
would be 30 inches high with a boil- 
er plate top 26 to 28 inches wide and 
30 to 36 inches long.

The windrow is then ready to be 
picked up with a hay loader, buck 
rake, baler, or forage harvester. 


Baling .. . 

Recent years have seen the baler 
progress from the old _ stationary 
press to the present fast, auto-tie, 
one man pick-up machine. They are 
available in twine-tie or wire-tie 
models. Their relative merits for 
putting up hay that is to be stored 
in the barn are clearly shown in 
Table I. (See page 323.) 


Chopping .. . 

The easiest and fastest way to 
handle cured hay, grass silage, corn 
or cane silage, and combine straw 
is with the forage harvester. One 
man driving the tractor pulling this 
machine can pick up, chop, and load 
the crop into the wagon 

In 1927 F. W. Duffee of the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station re- 
ported on a field machine which had

been developed for chopping hay. It 
was not until 1934, however, that 
the first commercial machine ap- 
peared on the market. There are 
now at least 14 different makes of 
forage harvesters being sold. They 
are made with both the cylinder- 
type and the flywheel-type of cut- 
ter head 

The most recent improvement in 
forage harvesters is a streamlined 
slow speed cutterhead developed by 
agricultural engineers at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. It was de- 
veloped in order to overcome three 
major objections to conventional 
machines being used for chopping 
field cured hay. These objections 
were: 

1. They required, what appears 
to be, too much power. 

2. They did not produce a satis- 
factory long cut for field cured hay. 

3. They beat the hay too much, 
knocking the leaves off the stems 
and producing excessive dust 

Both the dairy cow and the ex- 
perts from the dairy and animal 
husbandry departments of the Wis- 
consin College of Agriculture agree 
that a better quality of chopped 
dry hay is being obtained with the 
improved cutterhead 


Advantages of new cutterhead ... 

Three changes were principally 
responsible: (a) The machine was 
designed to produce a longer cut (3- 
inch or more theoretical cut) which 
means fewer cuts per ton of hay; 
(b) the longer cut permitted opera- 
tion at low speed giving less impact 
to the hay; and (c) hay is not sub- 
jected to unnecessary beating or 
pounding as it passes through the 
cutterhead. 

It is possible to chop dry hay with 
this new cutterhead at 3-inch theo- 
retical cut using only 1% horsepow- 
er hours per ton at a speed of 550 
rpm 


That theoretical length of cut or 
machine cut is very important It 
refers to how far the feeding mech- 
anism actually advances the crop 
into the machine between each cut 
of the cutterhead. When chopping 
row crop material the stalks pass 
straight into the machine. As a re- 
sult the chopped material in the 
wagon will almost exactly corre- 
spond to the length of cut for 
which the machine is set. However, 
windrowed crops, such as grass Ssi- 
lage, hay, or straw, the stems, lie 
in every direction. Most of them 
feed through at an angle, but a few 
feed in straight and some nearly 
crosswise. Therefore, the actual 
length of the chopped hay in the 
wagon will average almost double 
the machine setting. 

It will be wise to remember that 
a 3-inch theoretical or machine cut 
is most desirable for chopping field 
cured hay. Since windrowed prod- 
ucts would actually be chopped to 
an average length of 5 to 6 inches 
with a 3-inch machine setting, be 
sure you find out which one of 
these lengths the other fellow is 
talking about. 

The information obtained from 
our studies and the design features 
of this new cutterhead have been 
made available without patent re- 
strictions to those who desire to use 
them in the interest of better hay 
making machinery.

nates the problem of “whipping” in 
the wide tread vehicle, and we have 
found it most satisfactory under all 
conditions tried thus far. 

There are at least three and pos- 
sibly four companies that are pro- 
ducing a wagon gear that has a 
tread which is wider than the old 
60-inch standard. I am sure there 
will be more as soon as farmers 
fully realize their advantages and 
begin demanding them

The best type of unloader is th 
endless conveyor chain similar to a 
manure spreader. It is the most ex- 
pensive of the three. 


Blowers and elevators for han 
dling the hay at the barn have al- 
ready been discussed in other arti- 
cles in Hoard’s Dairyman. 


I have placed much emphasis or 
the forage harvester because of its 


many labor saving advantages. 
A crew of three men can put up 
3 to 5 tons of cured hay per hour 


and 6 to 10 tons of grass silage pet 
hour when using a forage harvester 
and three mechanical unloading wag- 


ons. An experienced crew can near- 
ly double this rate. 

Besides being able to handle dry 
hay, partially cured hay, grass si- 
lage, corn and cane silage, and pick 
up combine straw for bedding, it is 
being used in connection with a 
threshing machine to harvest smal! 
grains. In fact in one Wisconsin 
county aloné last year the county 
agent estimates that at least 40 per 
cent or 760 farmers used this meth 
od. For those dairy farmers who 
use large quantities of straw for 
bedding this method provides more 
and bettey straw with less labor 
than other methods 


The forage harvester enables th 
farmer to shift from haymaking to 
grass silage and back again on short 
notice as to weather conditions 


In closing, let me suggest to you 


that regardless of what machines 
you use, care for them, adjust them 
properly, and be careful. Carelessly 


used machinery is dangerous. Grease 
and proper adjustment usually cost 
less than repair parts and expensive 
breakdowns.

Cows Eat Dirt 


I wish you would answer the fol- 
lowing question for me. What makes 
cows eat dirt? We have a couple of 
cows in our herd that begin eating 
dirt the minute they are turned out 
of the barn.

There are a number of possible 
causes of cows eating dirt. They 


may crave certain minerals present 

the soil that have been lacking 
n their ration. Sometimes this con- 
dition is due to the fact that the 
‘ows are not fed salt consistent- 

enough or in large enough quan- 
Thus they develop abnormal 
appetites for something found in 
the soil.

It is very possible that one of the 
trace minerals is lacking in your 
‘rain mixture, such as cobalt, and it 
wouldn’t hurt to mix some cobalt, or 
both cobalt and manganese, 
with the salt that the cattle are get- 
ting The amount should be very 
small, one ounce of cobalt sulphate 
or cobalt carbonate and three ounces 
of manganese sulphate with every 
one hundred pounds of iodized salt.

Does Sawdust Harm Soils? 


In our region there is a manufac- 
turing plant which has a lot of 
waste white birch shavings and saw- 


dust. We would like to know of 
what fertilizer value this might 
have, and if it would in any way 


have any harmful effects upon the 
soil.

It is true that sawdust has only 
about one-third the plant food con- 
tained in straw and decays slowly in 
the soil, but the soil is not harmed 


if the material is spread over the 
land. 

According to tests conducted at 
Michigan State College, when used 
in excessive quantities, without ma- 
nure, sawdust or shavings take ni- 
trogen from the soil. Even though 


sawdust or shavings might use up all 
the nitrogen in the manure they 
would be valuable on most soils be- 
cause of the added humus they sup- 
ply However, when shavings or 
sawdust are incorporated with the 
sufficient amount of ni- 
trogen is added so there will be no 


manure, a

HOARD'S DAIRYMAN 


Dr. J. R. Mohler Dies 


R. JOHN R. MOHLER, former 
D chief of the Bureau of Ani- 

mal Industry, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, died February 
28 at the age of 76. 

Dr. Mohler served 46 years with 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, act- 
ing as chief of the Bureau from De- 
cember 1917 until his retirement July 
31, 1943. He was widely known in 
the United States and abroad as an 
administrator, veterinarian, and pa- 
thologist, devoting most of his life to 
the development and protection of 
the nation’s livestock industry. 

Dr. Mohler was born in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., May 9, 1875, and received 
his education as a veterinarian at 
the University of Pennsylvania. He 
entered the Bureau's service in 1897 
as a veterinary inspector assigned 
to work in the control of animal dis- 
Later, he engaged in federal 
meat inspection and subsequently 
entered the Bureau's Pathological 
Division, a research unit, of which 
he became chief in 1901. While serv- 
ing in this capacity, he was credited 
with detecting the foreign livestock 
scourge, surra, among a_ shipment 
of Zebu cattle quarantined at the 
port of New York. The animals 
were immediately slaughtered, and 
the livestock industry of the United 
States was saved from the introduc- 
tion of this devastating disease 

Dr. B. T. Simms, current chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, said 
of Dr. Mohler, “Rarely does a Bu- 
reau official contribute so much to 
the national welfare long a 
period. Dr. Mohler brought distinc- 
tion to the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try and to the entire Department of 
Agriculture by his great contribu- 
tions to the world of science. He 
enjoyed the highest esteem and con- 
fidence of all segments of govern- 
ment and industry with which he 
came in contact.” 

The first campaign to eradicate 
foot and mouth disease in this coun- 
try was directed by Dr. Mohler in 
1902 and he took an important part 
in all subsequent campaigns — in 
1908, 1914, 1924, and 1929. He was 
specifically commended for prompt 
and resolute action in wiping out 
these outbreaks and saving millions 
of dollars in losses. 

Under Dr. Mohler’s_ supervision, 
the original anti-hog cholera serum 
was improved in purity and effec-

In valuable animals, heavy doses of 
penicillin will help to prevent sick- 
ness. 

Newlin: Bury or burn afterbirth. 
On retained placenta cases we have 
two maternity stalls equipped with 
stall cocks. We leave these cases in 
maternity stalls until the placenta 
has\ been removed. 


Buth: Afterbirth is taken from 
the cow. We wait 48 hours, then 
remove, taking care not to injure 


the cotyledons. We also insert cap- 


sules in the uterus. 
Hitz: We halter and tie the cow 
until the afterbirth is passed and 


removed from the stall. On retained 
placentas, we remove them from 24 
to 36 hours after freshening. 


® WHAT PRECAUTIONS ARE 
TAKEN AGAINST ACETONEMIA? 


Abbott: We watch each cow and 
get the veterinarian at the first 
symptom. It doesn't pay me to do 
much doctoring myself, though I 
might feed a little Karo or other 
molasses. 

Sly: Try to have them in good 
physical condition. Feed mineral 


supplement, keep bowels loose, give 
cows nice green hay, feed extra vita- 


min A, 

Wemer: We believe that getting 
the cow to eat a fairly decent 
amount of grain and roughage as 
soon as possible after freshening 
aids in controlling acetonemia. We 
have tried giving extra vitamin A 
before calving and believe that 
helps. I am fortunate in being able 
to detect acetonemia at an early 
stage if they do get it. If they 


show up with it, we treat them with 
a calcium solution, followed by a 
syrup (or molasses) and chloral-hy- 


drate drench 3 times in one day, 
followed by salts and ginger in 
about an hour. We have very little 


trouble bringing them out of it un- 
less there are other complications. 

Weiler: We have not found any- 
thing that will help prevent aceto- 
nemia by feeding. 

Bowling: If a cow has a history 
of being susceptible to acetonemia 
or milk fever, she is given one-fourth 
pound of Epsom salts every other 
day for 10 or 12 days previous to the 
expected calving date. 

Fansher: The day a cow calves 
and the next two weeks are the pe- 


riod in which we have most of our 
troubles. About 80% of the cases 
requiring a veterinarian come at 


this time. We try to feed our most 
palatable roughage during this pe- 
riod and increase the amount of beet 


pulp or citrus pulp being fed. If 
we can keep cows eating during 
these two weeks our troubles are 
very minor. Dextrose injections help 
acetonemia, but acetonemia is one 
of our biggest problems. We are 
trying to get by until someone 
comes up With a “sure cure” that 
all of us can use. 

Newlin: We have tried about 


everything but still have acetonemia. 
In giving dextrose, be sure and give 
enough and give it often to get the 
‘over the hill.” 
We feed molasses with beet 
pulp acetonemia, 

Hitz: The best thing to ward off 
acetonemia, in my opinion, is ground 
corn 

Sweet: We make urine tests to 
determine whether or not the cow 
has acetonemia and often administer 
dextrose or a_ solution containing 
magnesium, or calcium-gluconate.

Sly: Take her to the maternity 
barn and treat her the same as the 
others. If she cleans and the blood 
titre is o.k., we turn her back on 
pasture in 10 days. 

Kay: Bring her to the maternity 
barn and clean her up. We turn her 
back to pasture in 4 days. 

Wemer: During the summer I 
like to have them freshen in a pas- 
ture lot. We give them a bran mash 
as soon as they freshen and leave 
them there until we take the calf 
away. If she freshens normally and 
cleans o.k., we turn her out to pas- 
ture as soon as we take the calf 
away. 

Weiler: They are moved into a 
maternity stall as soon as the calf 
is dry. We try not to let any cows 
freshen on pasture, as it involves 
extra work bringing in the calf. We 
watch any cow. due to freshen short- 
ly very closely and if she is close 
to calving, she is kept in a_ box 
stall. She is back on pasture with- 
in three or four days. 

Bowling: As soon as the cow gets 
well acquainted with her calf, she 
is brought to the barn and is placed 
in a maternity stall with her calf 
If she has had a normal calving 
and has not been away from the 
main herd very long, she may be 
turned back to pasture on the fourth 


day. 
Fansher: We make no change in 
daily routine. Cows are probably 


better off on pasture than any place 


else. A change might upset her and 
throw her off feed. 
Newlin: This is nature’s way. 


The greatest danger is to the other 
cows and bred heifers in the same 
pasture. A good precaution is to 
lime and disinfect the place where 
she calved. Get the cow and calf 
into the barn and handle as any 
other fresh cow. It has helped us 
to set all of our due dates ahead 2 
days. A cow should not be turned 
with the herd until her secretion is 
normal, and there is no discharge 

.. 7 to 10 days. 

Buth: We try to avoid this. In 
warm months we let cows freshen 
in a lot near the barn and after 6 


hours we bring the cow and calf 
into a clean box stall. Cows are 
turned back on pasture in 3 days, 
usually. 

Hitz: If the weather is suitable 
we leave her in a small lot close 
to the barn. Be certain to get the 
afterbirth, give warm water and 
soaked bran, see that the calf 
stands and sucks. We leave the 


cows right in these lots. 
Sweet: We take cows off pas- 
ture before calving if swelling in 


the udder becomes excessive. We 
don’t turn her back onto pasture 
until the swelling is nearly gone. 


The time depends on the individual 
cow. 

Abbott: Bring her in as soon as 
the calf is dry and able to make it 
on its own power. The cow 
back to pasture in 2-3 days.

The ‘“‘main course’... 


Now consider t main nutrient 
supplies Wi considered the 


company coming to dinner (the 
stand), and the appetizer (the start- 
er). What about the main course? 
This consideration determines wheth- 
er top yields are obtained or wheth- 
er lesser ones are to be accepted. 

The main supplies of nutrients 
come from four sources: commer- 
cial fertilizer applications, crop resi- 
dues, soil reserves, and muuwuure 
named in decreasing order of their 
proportionate contribution to top 
yields under usual conditions. Un- 
der unusual conditions the relative 
importance of these four sources 
may shift. 


Commercial fertilizer applications 


must supply what is not at hand 
from the other three sources. So 
we will first make a judgment of 


what we can expect from the other 

three sources and then make up the 

difference with commercial fertilizer 
and get the top yields. 


Add phosphate to manure... 


Manure, gotten onto the field with 
as little leaching and drying as pos- 
sible, in amounts ranging from eight 
to 12 tons per acre, will supply 30 
to 40 lbs. per acre of nitrogen to 
the corn crop, and a similar amount 
of potassium. 

It will supply about one-fourth 
this amount of phosphorus unless 
it has been phosphated. Phosphating 
the manure so as to apply 40 pounds 
of P.O, (200 Ibs. of 0-20-0) per acre 
is a good practice. The application 
of phosphated manure in_ usual 
amounts thus can be equivalent to 
300 to 400 Ibs. of 10-10-10 per acre. 
The latter may be substituted if you 
don't have the manure. 

If you are one of the lucky farm- 
ers whose phosphorus and potassium 
soil tests are high (consult your 
county agent for soil tests), you 
may not need more basal fertiliza- 
tion for good yields. But if your 
tests are high, chances are you have 
been fertilizing heavily and are the 
sort of person who wants to main- 
tain his soil in high fertility. So, 
you will go ahead and fertilize the 
same as I am going to recommend 
for the person whose soil tests for 
phosphorus and potassium are low. 

Apply 500 Ibs. of 10-10-10 per acre 
in addition to manure, or 800 Ibs. 
per acre if no manure is to be ap- 
plied, if your soil is not too sandy. 

If it is sandy, apply 150 Ibs. of 
0-10-30 instead of the 10-10-10 just 
mentioned. If not manured, add 200 
Ibs. of 0-10-30. Sandy soils need a 
higher ratio of potassium to phos- 
phorus and make more efficient use 
of each unit weight of fertilizer 
phosphorus and potassium. No nitro- 
gen is added to sandy soils in this 
basal treatment because of the like-

ECAUSE there is a period of 
about 12 to 15 hours out of 
every 21 days when. insemina- 

tion can be carried out with reason- 
able success, careful timing is essen- 
tial in artificial breeding. This ‘is 
the result of the cyclic nature with 
which the cow comes in heat and 
sheds ova or eggs following the peri- 
od of heat. Also in the reproductive 
tract of the cow the life of the ova, 
and spermatozoa as well, is limited. 
Should cows with shorter or longer 
than normal heat cycles be insemi- 
nated? About 60 per cent of all 
cows show estrus cycles between 17 
and 25 days in length. Thus, there 
are many cows that might be classi- 


fied as abnormal in their estrus 
cycles. Many cows with estrus cy- 
cles of abnormal length will con- 


ceive if inseminated or bred by nat- 
Thus, if there are not 

which indicate that 
such a cow should not be inseminat- 
ed, then several more cows will be 
settled at each estrus if all cows are 
inseminated regardless of cycle 
length. 

Following such a practice would 
still require close observation and 
proper treatment for problem cows. 


Breed After Middle of Heat 


Another question frequently raised 
with respect to proper things in arti- 
ficial breeding has to do with the 
optimum time during heat for in- 
semination. Tabulation of results in 
New Jersey, New, York, Wisconsin, 
ind Nebraska have indicated that 
highest conception rate is obtained 
when cows are inseminated from the 
middle or peak of estrus to the end 
of estrus. 

Reasonable success is obtained al- 
so if insemination is carried out 
within six hours after estrus. Breed- 
ing before or after this limited peri- 
od of time is much less satisfactory 
for getting cows settled 

For best chances for conception, 
insemination should be only into a 
healthy reproductive tract. A cow 
must be allowed sufficient time aft- 
er calving for complete recovery of

soon after calving leads to increased 
breeding troubles and lower concep- 
tion rates. 


Allow 60 Days 


A recent survey made in Illinois 
indicated that when cows were bred 
less than 20 days after calving, only 
one out of five cows inseminated 
settled at that service. When 20 to 
40 days were allowed after calving 


before rebreeding, two out of five 
cows settled at the first service. 
When approximately 60 days were 


allowed from calving to rebreeding, 
average conception rates resulted. 

The return of the uterus to nor- 
mal after calving has been well dem- 
onstrated by workers at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois in a series of colored 
photographs showing the interior of 
uteri of cows at various intervals 
after calving. While in most cases 
the uteri of cows have returned to 
normal size, shape, and tone by 
about 30 days after calving, more 
time is required for the lining of the 
uterus to return to normal 

In cases of difficult calving, the 
chances of injury to the uterus are 
greater, thus more rest than usual 


‘is needed before the uterus can prop- 


erly start a new pregnancy. Allow- 
ing a cow at least 60 days after 
calving before rebreeding gives suf- 
ficient time for most uteri to recover 
to normal. The chances for breed- 
ing troubles are lessened and chances 
for better conception rates are in- 
creased. Also rebreeding at about 
60 days after calving will result in 
a herd average of a calf per cow per 
year under average conditions. 

For the routine artificial insemina- 
tion of cows, the question of semen 
placement has been a point of con- 
troversy for some time Placing 
semen in the vagina, as is done in 
natural breeding, results in a very 
low conception rate in artificial in- 
semination. This can be attributed 
to the limited number of sperm cells 
that are placed in the vagina by ar- 


tificial breeding as compared with 
natural breeding. The need for 
breeding several cows to one bull 


thus makes vaginal deposition of the 
semen out of the question. 

Likewise, using the speculum and 
flashlight method of breeding cows 
has resulted in approximately 10 per 
cent lower conception rates in con- 
trolled experiments than when pres- 
ent-day techniques have been used.

Also one must consider the reports 
which have indicated that intra- 
uterine insemination might cause in- 
fection within the uterus. It has, in 
fact, been shown that intra-uterine 
insemination is more likely to cause 
infection than is the case with in- 
tra-cervical insemination. 

Still another consideration that 
should be given to deciding upon an 
inseminating technique is that of 
determining the possible effect of 
insemination on a cow that is al- 
ready pregnant. It has been shown 
by surveys in both Louisiana and 
England that approximately 314 per 
cent of all pregnant return to 
estrus and will accept service. Thus, 
in an artificial breeding program 
this means some cows are likely to 
be reinseminated though pregnant.

Pork Topics 


by J. J. Lacey 





Questions Asked 
By Hog Men 


Which is more efficient in chang- 
ing farm feeds into human food— 
the hog or the dairy cow? 

What a disturbing and debatable 
query! In fact it cannot be answered 
for individual farms, nor for animal 
species unless rather narrow limits 
are placed for the comparisons. 


Morrison's Feeds and Feeding 
States: “Let us consider the effi- 
ciency with which various animals 





convert the gross energy of the feed 
they consume into energy in human | 
food. This is the simplest basis for | 
comparison, but all will agree that 
it is an inadequate measure of the 
efficiency of the farm animals. We 
do not eat animal products primarily 


as a source of energy, for we can 
get energy at a fraction of the cost | 
by eating grain products or such} 
foods as potatoes. | 

One of the most recent reports 
on the subject is that by Maynard. 
His levels are based on somewhat 
better than average levels of pro- 





duction obtained under good feeding | 


practices. For milk production the | 
estimates are based on an annual | 
yield per cow of 7,000 to 8,000) 


pounds, which is considerably above 
the U. S. average. The estimates for 
pork are for the period from wean- | 
ing to slaughter at approximately | 
230 Ibs. live weight 

“According to these estimates, the 
following average percentages of the | 





gross energy in the feed eaten by | 
the various kinds of animals are} 
converted into human food: Pork, | 
20°; milk (dairy cows), 15%... . | 

“In these estimates and also in 
others that have been made, pork 


production and milk production rank 


far ahead of other types of animal 
production when measured by the 
percentages of the gross energy of 
the feed which is converted into 
edible human food.” 

Why do thumps happen only in 
suckling pigs? How is it prevented? 

Pigs of a few weeks of age are 
taking most of their feed in the 
form of sows’ milk. This is low in 
copper and iron and with the limit- 


ed amount of these minerals found 
in milk, the blood is unable to keep 
up content of these elements. 
Iron, particularly, is a carrier of 
oxygen in the red corpuscles of the 
blood stream, and its absence limits 
the oxygen needed for body building. 
The thumpy condition is due to an 
effort to force more oxygen through 


its 


the circulatory system and is a 
symptom rather than a disease. 

By feeding very small amounts of 
both copper and iron to the young 
pigs, recovery may be speeded up. 
If about 3 ozs. of ferrous sulfate 


are added to one quart of warm wa- 
ter, and stirred into solution, it may 
be given to suckling pigs by paint- 


ing it on the udders of the sows 
once or twice daily 
Ferrous sulfate is impure iron 


sulfate and contains some copper in 
the impurities. There is no need to 
add extra copper to the solution be- 
fore application This prevention 
should be continued as long as young 


litters remain indoors 
Older pigs do not show evidence 
of thumpy condition because they 


have access to added iron supplies | 


in feed and soil. Minute amounts 
of iron and copper are present in 
soils of hog lots and _ pastures,

bred sows. Farmers report feeding; 
three or four pounds per day. From 


a vitamin D standpoint the grass si- 
lage would be lacking in comparison 


to sun-cured alfalfa. The high per- 
centage of water in silage lowers 
its feeding value except on dry 
weight basis. Grass silage is lower 
in total digestible nutrients than 
would be corn silage from fairly 
mature corn plants.

Protein supplements for hogs are 


getting out of line. I believe I can 
buy skimmed whey from a cheese 
factory and am wondering what it 


would be worth per hundred pounds 
as a supplement for corn and bar- 
ley. What would it be worth for 
young pigs of weaning age? 

Wisconsin feeding trials have shown 
skimmed whey to be an excellent 
supplement for barley. Pigs of about 
100 lbs. gained well on barley and 
whey, in fact gained more rapidly 
than similar lots on _ barley 
tankage. However, these whey fed 
animals drank about 18 Ibs. of whey 
per head per day.

How do molasses and corn com- 
pare as hog feeds?

Most feeding trials have shown 
molasses quite inferior to corn as a 
feed. Unless it were much 
cheaper than corn, per hundred 
pounds, there would be disadvantage 
in using it.

Business Center

BUSINESS center is as im- 
portant in today’s home as 


the kitchen baking center and 
dishwashing center. And, fortunate- 
ly, it can be as simple as a drawer 
in the kitchen cabinet and a box of 
filing cards. Or it can be a drawer 
in the buffet or sideboard in the 
dining room. 


“Until I set aside drawer space in 


my buffet for a business center,” 
said a homemaker, “my file boxes 
were in one place, my schedule cal- 
endar in another, and my cook 
books on a high shelf in still an- 
other. Now I have all my informa- 


tion in one place where I can find 
it without delay.” 

Another homemaker said, “I need 
a place other than my husband's 
desk for a business center.” Her 
husband is a farmer who does a 
thorough job of keeping accounts 
and is an officer in several organi- 
zations, and consequently uses his 
desk frequently. This homemaker 
wanted and needed a business cen- 
ter of her own where she could 
utilize odd bits of time to advantage. 

A simple business center should 
provide enough uncrowded space for 
recipe books and files, record and 
account books, pamphlets, files for 
clippings, scissors and cellulose tape, 
and such things as scratch pads, 
pencils, pen, paste, etc. A calendar

telephone, depending on which is 
more convenient. 

The new recipes we clip from 
magazines can become a pest if we 
let them pile up here and there. If { 
they are put in a large envelope in 
the business center drawer, they are 
easy to find. After a new recipe 
has been tried, it can be put in our 
regular recipe file or discarded. 

It is a good plan to keep separate 
files for meal planning’ guides, 
money saving menus, oven meals, 
one-dish meals, sandwich and lunch- 
box tips, salads, and quick desserts. 
When your cooking gets in a rut, a 
glance at your file will give you 
ideas to perk up your meals. 

A separate file for household 
hints is an excellent idea. Keep 
clippings on such things as spot re- 
moval, housecleaning notes, first 
aid, washing instructions for sweat- 
ers, woolens, and the new synthetic 


materials. File the guarantees and 
instructions that come with your 
electric iron, pressure cooker, etc., 
and write in the date they were 


purchased and from what store. 

These files can be envelopes, 
marked as to content, and clipped 
together. A 10¢ package of filing 
cards can be stacked in a small 
paper box, if you don't have a regu- 
lar recipe file-box. 

A more complete business center 
can be set up if one has a desk, but 
getting everything together in a 
large drawer is a wonderful help. 

One farm woman said, “I turn 
over ideas in my mind as I do my 
housework. Then I need a _ place 
where I can put thoughts on paper, 
like making out menus and going 
over my accounts. That place for 
me is the business center I set up 
in a drawer in the kitchen, with a 
chair nearby. I am sure the pencil- 
planning I have done has saved me 
time and effort a good many times.”

OW is a good time to be ex- 
tra careful to save feed dol- 
lars. Eggs and poultry prices 

in relation to feed costs are not too 
favorable and there is little indi- 
cation of any appreciable decline in 
the price of commercial poultry 
feeds. This gives sufficient reason 
\for attempting to cut feed costs 
through efficiency of use rather 
than by scrimping or through 
adulteration. 

How Can This be Done? First and 
probably the most important way, 
is to make sure that every bird in 
the flock is on the job. In egg pro- 
duction this will mean non-layers 
should be eliminated. Every off-and- 
on layer adds to the amount of feed 
required to produce a dozen eggs; 
the following table amply illustrates 
this point:

It is not too difficult at this time 
of year to detect birds that are not 
in production, for usually they give 
themselves away by certain habits 
and characteristics that are typical 
of the loafer. Birds that constantly 
stay on or around the roosts dur- 
ing daytime and that are inactive, 
are two indications that can be use- 
ful in judging whether or not a bird 
is paying her way. The absence of 
bright red combs is, in itself, a 
pretty good tip-off the bird is out of 
production. Usually these birds have 
a small shrunken comb not nearly 
as red or full as the layer, and fre- 
quently it will have a grayish-white 
scaly appearance. 

In addition, such birds will usually 
carry, at this time of year, a full 
coat of feathers with considerable 
sheen to them in contrast to the lay- | 
er which will have feathers that are 
frayed and broken and much tighter 
feather condition. In my observation, 
the hen with fluffy looking 
feathers usually, at a time like 
this, not worth keeping. 

If poultry meat is being produced 
the important thing is to weed out

There are two excellent periods of the year to 
send letters to breeders, spring and fall 


Where to buy? ... 


An ideal plan is to buy a purebred heifer from 
your father’s herd. Yes, we are all in agreement 
that a “Hermit Herd” is what all good breeders 
try to maintain. We dislike to say it, but traffic 
in dairy cattle encourages disease 

Neighborhood breeders, whom you know, are 
next in line as a source of heifers because of a 
number of reasons 

1. You know how the herd is managed. 

e Less travel cuts cost 

3. Health of herd is known. 

1. You know what breeding program is followed. 

If your Dad or a neighbor doesn’t have what 
you want, contact dairy cattle breeders in neigh- 
boring counties and other sections of the state. 


What to look for? ... 

There are three key points you should check 
before buying a heifer for your future herd: 

1. Pedigree and production records. 

2. Type

3. Health record of herd. 

(1) Pedigree and production record — an ani- 
mal’s ancestors, starting with the sire and dam 
and going back three generations in most cases 
constitute a pedigree. “Like begets like’ so we 
check the records behind the dam and sire to see 
if these parents have the transmitting ability we 
are looking for (400 lbs. fat yearly under average 
farm conditions). 

There are a few cardinal principles to look for 
when reading a pedigree—how many good records 
are there behind the sire and the dam? Let's 
look for 5 or 6 consecutive lactation records and 
not just one good record. Oh, yes, check how 
these records were made—305-day lactation versus 
365-day lactation— average farm feeding versus 
forced feeding. 





Don't go too far back in your pedigree because 
the highest percentage of your inheritance comes 
from the sire and dam; 50 per cent from the sire 
and 50 per cent from the dam. A grandsire or 
granddam transmit only 25 per cent to the heifer 
in question. Then each great grandparent con- 
tributes 12% per cent to the heifer. Be careful 
of filler in the pedigree. Too often we find grand 
champion cows at the local Punkin Hollow fair 
(two in a class). If this same cow were grand 
champion at the state fair in a class of 21 cows 
you can see where show ring records would carry 
more weight. 

(2) Ideal Type Important — Don't let beauty 
alone influence you to the extent that you end up 
with a beautiful half-a-pail-of-milk heifer as a 
cow. Type is important — don't take us wrong — 
let's check the key points in judging an ideal 
heifer. (a) Is she large for her age? (b) Does 
she have good depth of body and straight legs? 
(c) Is there any indication of a promising udder 
and teat development? (d) Is she alert with a 
clean cut head? 

(3) Health Records of Herd —“An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” Let's live 
up to this slogan when buying a heifer. Traffic 
in cattle is the greatest cause for passing on the 
dreaded diseases of dairy cattle such as tuber- 
culosis and brucellosis or Bang’s disease. Imagine 
the loss if any one of these diseases were spread 
through the entire herd from your purebred heifer. 

We cannot be too overcautious about checking 
and rechecking the health record of any herd 
from which you anticipate buying cattle. You can 
readily see why a good dairyman is always ad- 
vocating a “Hermit Herd.” 

With all these suggestions you will be in a 
stronger position to go out and buy the type of 
heifer you should have for your future herd.

|today to be thrown away and yet 
this is being done when feeders are 
being overfilled and of a type that 
permits the birds to scratch the feed 
out of them. They should never be 
filled more than two-thirds full and

Keep Feed Fresh. If one is to get

Two Herds 


Last year in a New Jersey dairy 
herd improvement association two 
herds showed particularly contrast- 
ing results. Herd 1, that topped the 
association in butterfat, averaged 
10,972 Ibs. milk, 437 Ibs. fat. Herd 2 
averaged 6,522 Ibs. milk, 319 Ibs. fat 


Owner of Herd 1 received for his 
milk $5.45 per 100 pounds and the 
milk tested 4 per cent in fat, thus 
making the value of a pound of fat 
$1.36. Owner of Herd received for 
his milk $6.16 per 100 pounds and 
the milk tested 49 per cent, thus 
giving a pound of fat a value of $1.26 

In the case of Herd 1, the total 
yearly feed cost per cow for both 
her roughage and grain was $217 
In Herd 2 it was $208, almost as 
much as that for the top herd 

When the feed cost was subtracted 
from the gross milk income per cow 
the cows in Herd 1 averaged for the 
year almost twice the amount as the 
cows in Herd 2—97 per cent more 
to be exact. Among the chief rea- 
sons for this wide difference were: 

Herd 1 had better bred cows. It 
was an older herd and culling and 
selection had been taking place for a 
long period. The herd was smaller 
(31 head), and the cows received 
more individual attention and were 
better fed 

There may also have been various 
other factors such as the practicing 


of more adequate measures for herd 
health just one example of 
hundreds that can be seen by a quick 
at the records that are com- 
ing through in the reports of dairy 
herd improvement associations.—New 
DHIA Studies No. 291

Cows Are Heavy Drinkers 


Do you know that, if given the 
oprortunity, dairy cows wil! drink 
wat on the average of ten times 
during every 24 hours? It is also 
true that cows will produce more 
milk and butterfat when they drink 
at will than when watered twice 
a day. It pays to make it easy and 
comfortable for cows to drink plenty 
ot water 

According Wm. Hopkins, DHIA 
supervisor in McDonough County, 
Illinois, one of his members has 
partly solved the watering problem 
by erecting a windbreak ten feet 
high which runs from the barn past 
the water tank. The water heater 
keeps the water at the right tem- 
perature and the windbreak makes 
it more comfortable for the cows to 
drink.

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Lockjaw-Tetanus 


Now that horses have been largely 
replaced by has lockjaw 
disappeared also? That inquiry was 
directed at us recently by one of 
our good dairymen This change 
may have some bearing on it but 
perhaps the principal reason for lack 
of reference to “lockjaw” is that the 
term is somewhat misleading and 
the disease is now more often called 
tetanus 

Tetanus is chiefly a wound infec- 
tion that the muscles to 
tighten up or contract (tonic muscu- 
lar spasms or tetany). If the muscles 
that control the movements of the 
jaw are affected, the animal cannot 
open its mouth, hence the term lock- 
jaw. Animals may have tetanus of 
other groups of muscles without in- 
volving the jaw muscles.

Tetanus is caused by a tiny rod- 


shaped germ called Bacillus tetani 
(clostridum tetani) The germ is 
anaerobic (grows best when air or 


oxygen is absent) and is spore form- 


ing. Spores formed by germs are 
very resistant to destruction and 
that means that they live a long 
time, in fact, indefinitely in their 
natural habitat. The natural habitat 
or environment of these germs is

Cattle may be infected from a 
nose ring, dehorning, or calving in- 
juries. Lambs are infected by navel- 
ill, docking, and castration wounds

tensive, the animal often takes on a 
more or less typical “rocking horse” 
stance. Ears are erect, evelids are 
partly closed, nostrils distended, 


neck and back muscles are contract- 


ed, and the tail elevated. Other com- 
mon symptoms are rapid breathing, 
fast pounding heart, and a tucked 
up appearance of the abdomen. 


Treatment 


The use of tetanus antitoxin, even 
in extremely large doses, has rela- 
tively little effect in severe cases of 
tetanus. However, if 30,000 to 50,000 
units of antitoxin is administered 
early and repeated in 12 to 24 hours, 
a small number (10 per cent) of ani- 
mals can be saved. This is mostly 
possible in the northern climates 
where tetanus is relatively less fre- 
auent and mild. The antitoxin is 
administered into muscles, into the 
vein, or into the spinal canal. 

Affected animals should be kept 
in a box stall that is somewhat dark- 
ened and as quiet as possible. Raise 
the feed and watering cup or pail 
off the ground the animal does 
not have to lower its head to eat 
and drink. Wounds must be cleaned 
and proper drainage established. Lo- 
cal applications of antibiotic solu- 
tions or irrigations with oxidizing 
solutions are usually indicated 

Tetanus antitoxin administered in 
500 to 1,500 unit doses at the time 
of injury or within three days, con- 
fers a passive immunity that lasts 
about 10 days to two weeks. As a 
preventive, injections of tetanus tox- 
oid confer immunity for two or more 
years. On farms where tetanus is a 
perennial hazard, such active immuni- 
recommended.
